Too often TB goes undiag- 
nosed, Every year 2500 cases 
of tuberculosis are diagnosed 
only ‘at death,’’ Yet, the symp- 
toms of active, advanced tuber- 
culosis are as prominent as 
they are classic, They were 
described 4600 years ago ona 
Babylonian tablet: ‘‘The sick 
one coughs frequently, his spu- 
tum isthick and sometimes con- 
tains blood, his respiration 
gives a sound like a flute, his 
skin is cold, but his feet are 
hot, and he sweats greatly.’ 
Two out of three tuberculosis 
victims diagnosed each year 
have reached this stage, Near- 
ly all of them could have been 
diagnosed earlier, which would 
have made recovery more prob- 
able and faster.
